Agriculture is heartily in favor ot the 
enterprise under consideration. 


A ten-acre lot was difficult when It 


came to selection and location, but & 
plot admirably adapted in every way 
to the uses or purposes of the Society, 
has been selected. 


This land for the cultivation of 


flowers for the hospitals and homes of 
the sick poor wQl become one of the 
moat beautiful parks in the whole 
country, if not In the world. It will 
prove a great attraction and a worthy- 
view for both tourists and residents 
of uahn and the other Islands. 


With the co-operation of the Board 


of Agriculture the plans of the Flower 
Society have expanded. To enclose 
the tract there will be a hedge of 
coffee trees and tiie hibiscus shrub. 
This alone will be a decided novelty. - 
Inside there will be two rows of a 
new, beautiful and rare tropical tree, 
something uncommon. In the center 
wilt be the flower beds. The buildings 
will include a large open lanai for 
floral festivals and a club room for the 
members of the society. The society 
las sufficient funds to make the im- 


There will be employed as caretaker 


of the place a skiHed florist who win 
be ready and willing at all-times to 
instruct all visitors on what and how 
to grow in the flower line. This man 
will be an extremely useful public ser- 
vant. The results of his labors will 
spread all over the Islands and will 
brighten many places. 


The mission of .the Hospital Flower 


Society Is well told In its title. The 
members are constant and untiring in 
their attention to the sick of all na- 
tionalities. 
One hope of the local so- 


ciety Is to so focus attention upon its 
work by operations and results that 
similar .societies may be organized at 
other places in the Islands. Great 
good is to be accomplished in many 
ways. An Institution for the cultiva- 
tion of flowers and for the holding of 
floral festivals will have its effect on 
individual character and will almost 
directly assist in beautifying the coun- 
try.

W Parker, principal of the Chicago 
normal school, who returned to this 
city last Wednesday, after a summer 
spent in the recently annexed Islands. 
Col Parker fcad gone to Honolulu on 
the "invitation of the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment to deliver a course oi lectures to 
the teachers in Government service at 
' their summer school held at the cap- 


ital. He was received by the leading 
men of all parties on the Islands and 
given every opportunity to gain Infor- 
mation about the condition of affairs. 


With CoL Parker were. his. wife and 


Miss Allen, the teacher of kindergar- 
ten methods at the normal school. Mrs. 
Parker went largely in search of 
health, but the Colonel confesses that 
the reasons which led him to enter up- 
on the journey toad more to do with 
the volcanic structure of toe Islands 
than with the opportunity to adc 
more hours of lecturing to the quota 
<which already stood to 'his credit after 
a year's work at the normal school. He

In continuing his remarks about the 


character and possibilities of the newly 
made citizens of .the United States, 
Col. Parker said:

I think that the Islands -were fortunate 
in <havlng been annexed to this coun- 
try. The great advantage they wdll 
gain -is that they will secure a stable 
government, BO that the development 
of the resources of the Islands will no 
longer be hindered by any .uncertain- 
ties as to the future of the/ govern- 
ment and law*. It is true that it a 
vote bad been taken on wnat swe would 
consider fair.terms a majority ol tae 
inhabitants would' have been against 
annexation. Tlie change was engi- 
neered "through by a small body of men, 
but they were among -the most promi- 
nent and intelligent in the Islands. 
They were apt enthusiasts or hasty 
reasoners, but men who bad, after 
much consideration, made up their 
minds that the main need of the peo- 
ple was a perfectly stable government, 
and that as things were this could not 
be secured without annexation. I have 
the greatest respect for President Dote. 
He is aot a politician, in the ordinary 
sense, and has acted 'throughout for 
the good of the people. Among other 
men of sterling worth who are going 
to be prominent in developing the 
Islands I think especially of Judge 
Frear and B. F. DilHngham. They are 
men who would be the most valued of 
citizens in any community. 


In general .the. native Hawaiians 


were against; annexation. Partly this 
was because they 'Sad been misled by 
stories and slanders of orie kind and. 
another; #Vjrlnstance, when the; Cop- 
tic arrived I ieard^a mail tunj to, a 
native standing Beside fcim on the 
wharf aad eay; "Well, a few minutes 
ago you were a free Hawaiian. Now 
you are nothing but one of the United 
States niggers." Suet remarks, used, 
as argupients, were common, and still 
show their effects. More than this, 
however, the natives have a deep feel- 
tog of loyalty to their native govern-r 
inent, and it hurts them to feel that 
it is gone from them forever, and ;hat 
willy-nilly they are' now parts of an- 
other country, . . . ' : • 


LOYAL TO THEIR OWN LAND. 
Tffis feeling of loyalty is about ell 


that was left to the natives of their 
manifold good original qualities, after 


_ a Board of 'Education and an In- 
epeotor General. There are also many 
fine private scboole perhaps the best 
being the King Kamehameha Bchoo), 
founded-by M«. Bishop and endowed 
with lands worth million*. Its great 
feature is industrial education, and it 
is being Improved' all the time. I 
think ttoe Island*.will soon have a 
great experimental atation, with a first 
class scientist in charge. There is 
some talk of making the head of such 
an Institution ex-offlclo assistant sup- 
erintendent of public instruction, and 
s» combining the agricultural .and in- 
dustrial features permanently and 
thoroughly, -with .the entire system of 
education.' It ia the plan of President- 
Dole and others to establish ajaicul-' 
tural schools In each district of tbe 
Islands. I do not think anything .bet- 
ter than thte can be done for, the peo-i 
pie, and if it results in reviving their 
lost manual dexterity, a very great 
step will have been made in: raising: 
•their culture,

I must confessi that for me tie nw8t 


interesting thing about the Islands is 
their geologic structure, i visited 
nearly all of ihe big craters on the 
different Islands. To see *he. different 
stages of development, running all the 
way from the seamed and-* eroded 
Kauai, the oldest Island of the group, 
to Hawaii, the newest, witii its perfect- 
ly symmetrical mountain formation, 
gives an insight into.the processes of 
continent and island building that can- 
not be obtained anywhere else so tar 
as I know. Maul is perhaps the most 
interesting of the Islands, and with its 
delicious valleys and mountain slopes 
it forms a real fairyland;,

In a day or two a doz- 
en big boxes filled with cunos and 
specimens of the arts and products of 
the Islands will reach Chicago, and as 
soon as they are unpacked and the 
articles labeled they will be presented 
to the museum.

the woods, seeds and shells of the 
Islands, a. very fine collection of lava 
specimens, a number of "leis," the 
necklaces which the natives habitually 
wear, mats and fans, some of the rare 
and coBtly tapa cloth, belts of banana 
fiber, wooden and gourd calabashes, 
baskets of eeed and woven baskets, poi 
pounders, tapa beaters, stone knives, 
fishhooks, stone quoits, a native lamp 
and fibers of all kinds, much used in 
the native arts.

Hawaiian «4rhi In the Islands was 
Completely destroye* by fire. The 
blaze began in the attic of «he main 
building and at 6 p. m., the flames on 
the burning root lit Haleakala'u elope 
for mJUes around. . 


Hundred* of people of all riationali- 


tle* bunjed to the scene of the fire, 
but as tiwre was no water, nothing 
•tionld be done except to save the fur- 
niture, etc., from the lower stories. The 
, iano, safe, .parlor and dining room fur- 
niture were rescued, bnt all the teach- 
ers excepting one lost all the clothing 
in their rooms—most ot them being 
without hats. "The seventy girls were 
equally unfortunate for their extra gar- 
ments were stored In trulls in tie et- 
•tic where the fire originated. 


No on'e can explain the cause of the 


burning. At 2 p. m. of the same day, 
.girls had visited the attic to obtain 
clothing but under the charge of a 
teacher. From «na)t time until the dis- 
co>wry of the fire, the large room had 
"been locked. Various conjectures have 
"been made—spontaneous combustion 
Irom old mattresses under the roof* 
xats which were numerous on 
premises carrying matches, etc. No 
•verified explanation can be given of 
the fire which burned fiercely for an 
hour and a half, and destroyed at least 
410,000 worth of property. The houses 
were, insured lor $5,000, which will 
form a good nucleus with which to re- 
build an institution which has aeeom- 
pttshed for many years much and great

The reason why the natives "were 


broken .01 spirit and became indolent" 
are many,'but the errors of the mis- 
sionaries were not the cause of it 


It may be justly said that the mis- 


sionaries gave to the natives their con- 
stitution and laws, their schools, and 
excellent examples of self denial and 
right living. The chiefs fully recog- 
•ized this. 


But the country that sent the mis- 


sionaries to the natives, also sent and 
nxbatontiaily submerged them under a 
•wave of uebaochery and licentiousness. 
The "trirfta winged" messengers of 
commerce were freighted with disease 
and rum. A handful of American- mis- 
sionaries were matched against some 
thousands of reckless and dissolute 
American whalers, many of them being 
men of superior intelligence. The**, 
•with majty of the traders, struck at the 
Hawaiian home and wrecked it with 
•widespread ruin. The story is pitiable. 
To meet the ravages of disease—this 
back handed gift of civilization—the 
native fled to his kahuna, through his 
racati habits and sentiments. In hit 
ttneven fight with the vicious energies 
at. clvittiatkm, the native became 
"broken In spirit, and indolent." 


There were other causes at work that 


brought the natives to their present 
condition. We have now no space for 
eo&stderlng them. Tbe canses that 
have operated here to anape the un- 
fortunate destiny of tbe native are th* 
same that have operated elsewhere, 
•wfcecerer the rode energy of the An- 


haa jrrapple4 with the softer 
of the weaker race*.

the faucet and a stream of Asiatic lab- 
or has spurted over the land.

In a sparsely settled region, peopled 


mainly by pioneers, capital is very 
limited. In the course of years, capi- 
tal may accumulate or be brought in-, 
to the region, If /returns on it are be- 
lieved to be sure; But the opening up 
of the American deserts by irrigation 
works, paid for by the general govern- 
ment, would make homesteads 
for 


many millions of people and relieve 
much actual suffering.

- George Lycurgus pleaded guilty in 
police court yesterday morning to the 
charge of selling liquor without lic- 
ense and was fined $100. Jim Sherwood 
stood trial on the same charge and was 
acquitted. The case of Tom Wright, 
same charge, went over to Monday. 
These dharges are all directed against 
the men personally. Proceedings will 
come later against the liquor, under the 
law which- provides for its confiscation 
under certain circumstances. The fol- 
lowing section of the Penal Code, 455, 
rwlll.be used in the process against the 
liquor:

Upon information on oath before any 


District Magistrate by any person, that 
•he believes that «pMtuoua liquor is 
sold, by any person without a license, 
or contrary to the provisions of this 
act, in any house or place, euch Justice 
shall grant his warrant to any con- 
stable to enter and search euch house 
or other place and seize all such, spirit- 
uous liquor as aforesaid, as he shall 
then and there find, and any vessel or 
vessels 
containing such spirituous 


liquor, and detain the same until the 
owner thereof tfhaU appear before sueh 
Justice to claim, sueh spirituous liquors 
or vessels, and shall satisfy such Jus- 
tice how and wherefore such owner be- 
came possessed of the same, or if such 
person after being summoned shall not 
appear, and if it shall appear to the 
said Justice after due inquiry, that such 
spirituous liquor waa in said house or 
place for tie purpose of being illegally 
sold or disposed of, then be shall ad- 
judge such spirituous Idquors and ves- 
sels to be forfeited and sold, and the 
proceeds after.paying .the expense of 
such sale shall be appropriated in. like 
manner as penalties under ibis act. 


WOMEti BOLT. 


Hilo;s Patriotic League Repudiates 


the Central Society. 


A committee of the Women's Patrio- 


tic League of Hilo, Island of Hawaii, 
has made a protest against the memo- 
rial presented some time ago by the 
Honolulu committee of that organiza- 
tion to the Commission. An English 
translation of the protest Is as follows: 


"This committee of the Women's Pa- 


triotic League was chosen by a meet- 
ing which was held on the 29th day 
of September, 1898, at the town of Hilo. 


"By this we protest against the 


memorial of the Women's Patriotic 
League of Honolulu, for good reasons: 


"\L That the Women's Central 


Patriotic League of .Honolulu did not 
Invite the branch leagues of the Wo- 
men throughout the Islands to join and 
consult together with them upon their 
memorial, and have ft passed by a una- 
nimous vote. 


"'2. Their pretending to merge all 


the other branch leagues throughout 
the Islands, not in agreement with 
their purposes, is a fraud; 


" '3. Therefore, we, Vhe Women's 


Patriotic League of the Town of Hilo. 
do withdraw ourselves from that Cen- 
tral League at Honolulu, and stand in- 
dependently. We have nothing more 
to do with them.'

courtesy and good faith, I desire to 
point out to you that which, was in- 
jurious and untrue. 


First—You say, "Next day, when 


complaints were to be made, your com- 
manding officer was sick abed and 
could not be seen." So far from this 
being true the commanding officer re- 
ferred to left his sick bed the next day, 
went to Ms oflice for the express pur- 
pose of hearing complaints and spent 
much of the morning investigating the 
matter, with the result that the pro- 
vost marshal,, who was mainly at 
fault, was promptly removed from the 
office and sent back to his regiment. 


Second—You eay in the same con- 


nection of the commanding officer, 
"was sick abed and could not be seen, 
tout gave a big dinner to friends that 
evening all the same." The command- 
ing officer attended no dinner what- 
ever that evening, but was ill In bed 
three days after eonctadtng: the inves- 
tigation..

It rests 
with his superiors, to whom a full re- 
port of the affair yrae made and whose 
action in the case neither you nor-j 
can yet know.

In an afternoon paper, quoting the 


above letter, Gen. King is made to say:; 
"The commanding officer tendered no 
dinner whatever that evening," while, 
as the copy of tfoe letter shows, he 
really said "The commanding officer 
attended no dinner, etc." As a matter 
of fact Gen. King gave a dinner on the 
evening in question. He was- too ill, 
however, to be .present and Col. Bar- 
ber officiated in his stead as host of 
the occasion. The error in reproduc- 
ing the letter makes quite a difference. 
Judge Wilcox's reply was as follows:

A. Decision Rendered By Judge 


Perry-Authority of Agent. 


: Ltltuokalanl's Lawsuit. 


Judge Perry yesterday rendered a de- 


cision in the case of the Hawaiian Ag- 
ricultural Co. (C. Brewer & Co., 
Jgents) vs. Samuel Morris, bill for spe- 
cific performance, dismissing plaintiff's 
bill. This is a suit in which plaintiff, 
prays that respondent be. compelled to 
carry out a. certain agreement, entered 
into,by J. O. Carter; as agent of re- 
spondent, for the. sale of Kahuku 
ranch, complainant averring that he is 
now ready; and willing to pay the-con- 
sideration agreed upon and generally 
to perform its part of. agreement. 'The 
defense is that J. O. Carter had no 
authority to enter into any agreement 
for the sale of said land on behalf of 
respondent, and that, even, if he hack 
such authority,-it was confined to a 
sale for cash and '-that consequently 
the agreement eued on, providing, for 
payment partly in cash and partly in 
notes on time was not within such 
authority. The court, in its decision, 
holds as follows: 


"In this case, I can simply give my 


opinion as to the construction of .the 
letter of May 11,1898, and that is that 
it was the respondent's intention there- 
by to confer upon Carter authority,-to 
sell the land for *he price named and 
that that intention is sufficiently ex- 
pressecV in the letter. The sabseauent 
correspondence, until the date, of the 
agreenrenl, shows' that botfc parties 
onderstood that they were dealing with 
each other as principal and agent and 
not solely as friends, one seeking and 
the otber giving'information, as now 
claimed by respondent. -^ 


"The attempted Sale, partly for cash 


and partly on credit, was not within 
the agent's authority, and IB not bind- 
ing on 'the principal; The tender now 
made of the whole consideration of 
(100,000 cash cannot affect the rights 
of the parties. To order its acceptance 
•would be to enforce a new contract not 
entered into by them. The bill is dis- 
missed." 


Wong Kwai .began suit . yesterday 


morning against Queen Llliuokalani to 
compel -specific performance of a con- 
tract entered into between •himself and 
Joseph HeleluM, agent for the latter. 
Complaint alleges thaVon October 15 
petitioner entered into an agreement 
with Heleluhi for the lease of the A!hn- 
puaa of Lumahai, on the 'island of 
Kauai, for an annual rental of $2,300, 
for ten years. On October 17 the lease 
was prepared and all the points in -it 
agreed upon. Since then, (however, 
Liliuokalani load refused to sign the 
lease and expressed an intention of 
letting the land to a third party. In 
compliance with the petition Judge 
Perry has signed a writ enjoining Lt- 
liuokaiani and her agents from leasing 
or otherwise disposing of the land in 
question until the matter IB determined 
upon by the Court With Hee Cho as 
surety plaintiff has filed an indemnity 
bond in the sum of $1,000 against the 
injunction. L. A>. Thurston is attorney 
for plaintiff.

Admiral Miller. 


Things 
Have Greatly Changed.] 


Year of Famous Lava Flow. 


Present Conditions. 


"It is an interesting coincidence to 


me," said Admiral Miller at San Fran- 
cisco, "that the beginning and the 
close of my forty-seven years of ser- 
vice in the Navy have been amid the 
same surroundings. I visited Honolulu 
on my first cruise as a midshipman. 
My recent visit there was the last 
cruise of my term of active service. 
Things have greatly changed since my 
ftrat visit, which was during the year 
of the famous lava flow. For that 
matter there have been 
wonderful 


changes in the last few months, and 
the most noteworthy of all comes with 
the settled conviction that henceforth 
the Hawaiian Islands will have a good, 
honest and stable government. The 
raising of the American flag marked 
the 'beginning of an epoch, that will be 
unattended by domestic strife or'the 
slightest prospect or chance of future 
uprisings or demonstrations. Every- 
thing is progressing well, and the peo- 
ple are enabled now to devote them- 
selves to business, pleasure and the 
pursuit of happiness more thoroughly 
than at any time since the dethrone- 
ment of the Queen. The march of Ha- 
waii's real-'prosperity will date from 
the present time " 


Admiral Miller said that the Phila- 


delphia will remain, for the present 
at least, in San Francisco. She has no 
sailing orders, and none are likely to 
be Issued right away or until a new 
crew is secured. 


"Most of the men on the Philadel- 


phia enlisted for the war with Spain, 
for one year only, and now that the 
war is practically over they want to 
be discharged. The best thing to do is 
to discharge them. It is a big job to 
school a recruit in naval matters. He 
is required to acquire a great fund of 
knowledge on a great variety of mat- 
ters, and it is waste of time and energy 
to put a man through this instruction 
when be is. not going to remain in the 
service. There are probably 125 men 
on the Philadelphia who will be given 
discharge in the near future, and their 
places wall have to be filled with men 
•who will enlist for the full term of 
three years."

COFFEE LAND VALUES. 


Re- 
Organized Owners Accept a 


port on Appraisement. 


(Hilo Herald.) 


A meeting of the Olaa Coffee Plan- 


ters' Association was held at the resi- 
dence of Dr. N. Russel, Olaa, on the 
9th inst A large number of planters 
from the district attended, and the 
number was still further augmented by 
a delegation from Hilo of real estate 
men and other more or less interested 
parties. 


After 
stopping for lunch at 
the 


Mountain View Hotel the Hiloites pro- 
ceeded to the meeting, the principal 
business of which was to receive the 
report of the committee appointed by 
tbe association to study and appraise 
the value of the coffee lands in Olaa, 
both improved and unimproved. The 
committee consisted of Messrs. Sunter, 
Peck and Zimmerman, and their report 
stated that, after carefully taking, all 
facts and figures into consideration, 
they found that lands unimproved, fac- 
ing on the Volcano or other macada- 
mized roads, were worth $150 per acre; 
land one block back from the road waa 
•worth $140, and so on. Improved lands 
In bearing were found to be worth 
$600 per acre, this estimate being based 
upon a production of from 1,200 to 
1,500 
pounds of coffee per acre, which 


the report went on to state was a very 
conservative average for that district 
and was based upon the productions al- 
ready obtained 


The committee also rf-pjrted that all 


lands situated between 13 and 2 
1? miles 


wjth a width of about five milp^ -nerp 
also highly adapted for the culmation 
of sugar cane, having all natural ad- 
vantages of soil and temperature ex- 
periments already having been made 
and proving !n all cases an unqualified 
«ucce<«
